Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola:

SeorioN 1. That the duties conferred upon commis-
sioners by chapter fifty-three of the general statutes, shall
be jperformed by the judge of probate in all cases where
the eatate does not exceed in value the sum of five thou-
sand dollars.

Sec. 2. The judge of probate shall keep a book, to be
provided by the county, in which he shall register all
claims filed with him, aud when be has completed the
hearing of all claims presented to him he shall enter an
order in said register, under the head ot each eatate, em-
bracing everything required in the report of the commis-
sioners, and such order may be appealed from the same as
from the report of commissioners.

Sec. 3. The judge of probate shall at the time for ap-
pointing commissioners, as in said chapter provided, enter
an order fixing a time and place when and where he will
kear, examine and allow claims against the estate of the
deceased ; the time allowed for creditors to present their
claims, and the manner in which notice shall be given to
creditors, which notice shall be given by the administrator
or executor of the estate.

Sec. 4. The fees of the judge of probate for examining
and allowing claims against an estate shall not exceed
